ILL-FATED ACTORS. 


The Philadelphia 

Night—They Had Almost Escaped 

Pru.a, Pa, May 2.—At 19 a.m, Satur- 
day the body of tho sixth and last of 
the members of the ‘Devil's Auction" com- 
pany, who lost their lives in tho Central 
Theatre here Wednesday night was recov. 
ered from the ruins. 

All the members of the company are now 
accounted for, By the light of electrle 
lamps the work of searching for the dead 
was prosecuted all last night. At 1 o'clock 
the body of Thomas Lorrella, the gymnast, 
was found. 

At 1.30 another body was found near 
that of Lorrella. It was recognized as the 
body of the young Italian Vincinmita 
Chittin. 

From 1.30 till 9 o'clock the search 
was continued, All that time the 
search was being prosecuted among the 
debris that filled what was formerly a nar- 
row passage running bencath the stage into 
the Auditorium, 

Directly beyond the proscenium arch 
and beneath what'was the parquet circle, 
three bodies lying close together were 
found, cut off by the flames froin the ex- 
its in the rear. 

The three unfortunates had evidently 
turned to make their escape by way of the 
front. Before they att emerge from the 
passage, they must have been overcome by 
the smoke and fallen insensible. The 
work of exhuming the three bodies was 
slow and it wasau hour before they lay 
sido by side in tho coflins 

Although greatly shrunken and barned 
hy the heat of the bricks that had ce 
them, the bodies were in «a much better 
condition than any of the others. They were 
identified as those of Wm. L. Brooks, the 
leading man of the company; Miss Funchon 
Conyors and Miss Sarah Goldman of the 
same company, the two latter being presi- 
dents of Chicago. 

Arrangements for the funerals of the 6 
players have not yet been made, The benefit 
Pe the members of the company, and the 
attaches of the the theatro will be hield next 
Saturday ovening in the Chestnut-streed 
Opera House. Ponders. of services -bave 
been received and many accepted irom 
members. of the profession in this city 
and New York. Aithough it ia 
not definitely known that any 
of the auilence lost their lives, the 
work of searching the ruins for possible 
victims is being prosecuted. 

Of the cight peoplo dangerously burned 
in the hospitals, four are somewhat better 
this morning, but the other four are ina 
critical condition and may die at any time.

Heavy snows have 
fallen in the district and now almost incds+ 
sant rains aro Causing tho snow to melt, 
The oxtraordinary quantivy of water has 
porcolated through the earth, covering the 
side of ouc of the mountain, causing ae 
land slide that threatens the most serious 
consequences. 

The whole side of the mountain seems to 
be moving. Huge boulders are falling 
and the debris is damaging the River Drave, 
Such an enormous quantity of earth has 
fallen into the river that it is feared the 
water will overfiow the bauks and do im- 
monse damage.

A DISASTROUS FIRE. 


Coal Shed, Lumber Shed aud Other 
Property Destroyed. 


THE RATHBUN COMPANY THE LOSERS. 


Three Horses Porish in the Fiames—A grent 


Quantity of Lumber and Coal Destroyed 


| Phe Origin of the Fire» Mystory 

Ono of the most dirastrous fires that has 
visited this clty for yoars, ocourred Jast 
night. About 1 large shed belonging 
to the Rathbun Co, ard situated upon tholr 
promises at the dock, was discovered to be 
Ib spread with lightning rapidity, 
and In ashord time the stables adjoining 
woro a mass of flames, An alarm was at 
once sounded, and the firemen were soon 
apon the scene, but both buildings wore 
burning fiercely whon they arrived. An 
offort was mado to rescue threo horses in 
the stables, bat it proved unsuccessful, and 
they porlshed ; they wero fino large animals,

belong worth from $100 to $125 each, Al: 
though the firemon worked energetically, 
the fames fanned by a south wind increased 
{o volome, The shed whore they origi 
contained a large quantity of drosse d 
oned lumber, shingles, scantiing, land 
er, hydraullc coment and terra cotta.

Wtiteal rosteriala only helped to feed the 
flames, and in a short time they communi 

cated to the coal shed, which was altuated 
a few foot north of the burning building, 
In the latter building there were some 13 
bins of coal—in all nearly 1,000 tona—belng 
composed of hard and soft coal. The build- 
{ng was destroyed, and the hage piles of 
coal became ignited and mado the heat 
intense. Whilst this destruction was golng 
on the lamber in the southern portion of 
the yard caught fire and spread rapidly, 
Pilo after pile became ignited and was de- 
stroyed, Some was thrown Into the bay, 
but not more than 10,000 or 12,000 feet. 
There were four tlers of lumber and 
other building materials, making some 
80 or 40 piles. It ts difficult to 
estimate the amount of lumber which 
was dostroyed. In some of tho plies thore 
were from 12,000 to 16,000 fect, whilst 
from a number of the others a quantity had 
been taken. Of the whole piles in the 
yard bub one small pile remained uaburned, 
{no addition to what had been .thrown io 
the bay. In addition to this destruction 
the dock for a considerable distance is 
burned, whilat the track about the yard for 
ronnlog small cars for loading purposes ‘Is 
deatroyed. The largo freight ahed situated 
just north of the burned coal shed had a 
narrow escape from destruction. Lt was 
on fire a number of times, bub was fortan- 
atoly saved although !s somewhat damaged, 
The lumber shed destroyed was a frame 
bullding but of a substantial character. Ib, 
with the stable attached, was about 150 
feet In length and from 30 to 40 foot tn 
width. As tothe amount of stock which 
it contained it fs difficult to estimate. Tho 
matorial was of a firstclass character, the 
lumbor being all seasoned. Some vehicles 
which woroin the shed were also destroyed, 
as wore also a number of small hand-cars, 
Tho coal shod was also a frame building, 
belog some 260 feet in longth, and contain- 
ed nothing but co: ready stated. Two 
cargoes haye been placed tn the shed this 
spring, and another cargo was lylag at the 
wharf ready to be unloaded. Tho coal Is 
piled up some 20 foot In helght, and at the 
present time is burning fiercely. This will 
be a great loss. 

A number of cars belonging to the Grand 
Trunk R’y were standing on the track at the 
Grand Junction wharf, and hada narrow 
escape frm being destroyed ; some men ran 
them upon a siding in front of the Downey 
Co. elevator, Several of the cars contalned 
lumber ready for shipment. 

A carofal ostimate places the loss at 
about $17,500.

Sunday Morning Fires, 


A Grocory Store and Largo Baro Destroyed 


The firomon were kept busy at an early 
hour on Sunday morning, as between the 
hours of 1 and 4 o'closk two fires occurred, 
both of which did considerable damage. 
The firet firo was at the grocery store of 
W. 0. Mikel & Oo., situated In Mr, B, 
Trualsch’s block near the lower bridge. 
The fire when discovered had mada con- 
siderable headway, and before the flames 
could be subdued the Interlor of the store 
was badly damaged, and the stock nob de- 
stroyed was rendered useless, How tho 
fire originated Is not fora certalnty known, 
but it ls supposed to have caught from the 
oven In the rear part of the store. It had 
not been in use for slong time until last 
weok, when {t was again started, and It {s 
thought that spark from it may have 
caused the damage. 

The damage done to the building is con- 
siderable, but the loss is covered by Insur- 
ance of $1,000 In the British America, and 
$1,000 in the Commercial Union. The dam- 
age to the atook is estimated at about $2,000, 
on which there was an insurance of $1,600 
—$1,200 being in the British America, and 
#400 tn the Norwich Union, 

The stock of A. EK. Fish & Oo., gents’ 
fornishors, was considerably damaged, as 
the store was filled by denso smoke. The 
loan will be $300 or $400, covored by insur- 
anoo, 

Shortly bofore 4 o'clock the second fire 
occurred, when a large barn in rear of Mr, 
Fitzpatrick’s hotel was found to be on fro.

On a Point in Cleaning Up. 

Every housekeeper or head of a family 
should know that the germs or spots of 
diphtherla and typhoid fever, as well as 
cholera and probably some otber diseases, 
unlike those of scarlet fever, smallpox, 
tubercalosis and others, will take root, de- 
velop, mature and multiply outside the 
living human body, or other living organ- 
fom, as on orin co!lectlons—even very small 
collections,—minute quantities of damp, 
organic waste matter, The typhoid bacil- 
lus, for example, fs caltivated in the Iabor- 
atory on the damp smooth eurface of a cat 
potato. Indeed, !b seems that typhold 
fever ls never communicated directly from 
one person to another, but that its germs 
must pass through another phase of ex- 
fatence outside of a human body after 
they have been cast off from the body of an 
infected person before they can again take 
root In any other body. The same appears 
to be the case with cholera. This other 
phase of existence requires damp or molat 
organlo matter with a certain degree of 
temperature, and, it may be, absence of 
free sunlight, Either milk or water nob 
quite pore appears to be a good soll for 
these germs, A few years ago, typhold 
fever broke out amongst a small body of 
soldiers in barracks on the continent of 
Europe, and in spite of what seemed to 
be every precaution in regard to cleanll 
ness, there were from time to tlme for 
years, reourrent outbreaks of the dincase 
amongst them. Eventually, however, 
it was found that the ander or Inside 
clothing of the men had nob been properly 
looked after and washed os 1b should have 
been and that all epote of excreta had not 
been removed, but some had been allowed 
to remain on tho clothing, and ouor in 
these spots the germs had gone through 
thelr other form of life, whence they had 
relnfected the soldiers, After all the un- 
derclothing was regularly avd carefully 
cleansed there was no further outbreak of 
the deceased. In “cleaning up," then, 1t 
must be borne In mind that minate quantl- 
ties of dirt in certein conditions may harbor 
and even develope, from a chance germ or 
sood, the Infections of some of these com- 
municablo diseases. —Canada Health Jour- 
nal,

To verify Mr. Quant’s statement our 
reporter a few days ago (March Slat, 1892 ) 
callod on Dr, Allen starr at his office, No, 
22 Wost Twonty-eighth St., New York 
olty. Dr. Starr is, house physician of tho 
Rooseyelt hospital, situated, corner of 
Nioth avenue and Fifty-ninth street. In 
reply to inquiry he sald he remembered the 
case of Mr, Qanob vory well and treated 
him some, bat that he was chiefly troatod 
and under the more especial care of Dr, 
Ware. He sald he regarded this caso as 
ho did all cases of Jocomotor ataxia, as in- 
carable.

Quis waded into~ the pond and 
dragged the body oute"°The hody was 
lying on its left side, and the right shoulder 
was not wet. The pond is not more than a 
couple of feet deep. The body was then 
remoyed to Rouff’s morgue in Newton, on 
the cornor of Lexington and Grand-streets. 

The autopsy was then performed. by Dr. 
A. C, Combs, assisted by Dr. V, E. Judson. 
It was foundon oxamination that there 
were two gashes on the throat extending 
from the left. to the right side. They 

ssed through tho larynx and severed the 
eftcarotid in two places and the right 
carotid in one place. The woman was 
about 30 years old and well dressed. Sho 
had on a slate-colored traveling dress and 
on her shoulders was a black Jace cape. A 
new spring bonnet, gayly docked with 
flowers, was on her head. On the ring 
finger of tho left hand were two gold rings, 
and in her ears were a pair of diamond ear- 
rings. Tho autopsy revealed the fgct that 
the woman was soon to become a mother. 
There were no marks of violonce on tho 
body at all. The underclothing was soiled, 
as if a strugglo had taken place. 
The queerest incident of all was that there 
was nota drop of blood found anywhere.

The Biggest Band Saw, 

Whab is said to be tho largest band saw 
machine ever made was lately completed 
by Mesers.

MARY'S TRAGIC FATE. 


A Dull Day in The House. 


Orrawa, May 7.—Yesterday was another 
nice, quiet, easy-going day in the House. 
Hon. Mr, Tupper’s Lobster Fisheries Bill 
was further considered in committee but 
not finally disposed of, and the House then 

‘ot into supply, passed a number of items

Two small discussions sprang up on the 
order of the day being called, one on the 
cok yrigbt austin and the other on the 
abolition of the Legislative Council of 
Prince Edward Island. 

On the copyright question Mr. Edgar 
called attention to the fact that the three 
years had expired during which the bill 
could be vetoed, and the act would, thore- 
fore, become law on proclamation, and 
asked when the proclamation would be 
issued. 

Sir John ‘Thompson said that when the 
Provision for a proclamation was put in the 
bill it was onthe understanding that it 
would not be issued except on an uuder- 
standing with the British Government, and 
that understanding had not yet been ar- 
rived at. 

In the Exchequer Court to-day the claim 
of Mr, Henry Bulmer of Montreal against 
the Crown for damages sustained by the 
transfer of tho disputed territory to the 
Ontario Government, as well as of the right 
to grant licenses, thereby , resulting in 
heavy loss to the claimants, was concluded.

In their transactions. Special legislation of 
the kind sought only gives an advantege 
to thelr unscrupulous competitors, and 
fosters illeg!timatecompotliionfrom abroad, 

The Jaw contained in the statutes of Oa- 
tario entitled *'Oreditors’ Rellof Act " and 
“An Aocb Respecting Assignments,” In- 
tended to fill the place of an Insolvency 
law as far as provincial legislation could go, 
ought to be repealed. No amount of 
amendments can Jessen the Infquity In the 
workings of thir Act. Such arbitrary en- 
actments confourd men’s !deas of righb, 
obtcure their perceptions of what Is duo 
from man to man, and prevent them acting 
from a natural sense of justice,

In these 
circumstances, it would be mere pe 
dantry to insist on applying to our fircal 
polloy rales we enforce nowhore elas, Ex 
pediency must be the measure of right to 
questions of imports and exports, as in 
other things. It 1s certain that for tho 
consumer generally absolute free trade is 
tho best, but ib is not certain that the 
interest of the consumer, as such, ls the 
only thing that ought to be considered. 
If by not too greata departure from tho 
atrict lines of froe trade, it were possible 
to bind the great self goverviog colonies in 
close and permunet commercial alliance 
with the mother country, securing not only 
@ vost reserve cf political strength but the 
command of large and rapidly growing mar- 
kets, it would probably be thought well 
worth while to iacur somo sacrifize, When 
nations like the United States, Russia and 
France are strengthening thelr exclusive 
systems sgainst us and when Oentral 
Earopo is involved in a network of com- 
morclal treaties, {tb 1s not pleasant to con- 
template the possiblity that, under pro- 
tective tariffs of lacroasing stringency, our 
colonial trade may slip from us and the 
political allegiance of our colonial fellow- 
subjects may be gradually broken down. 
We hail, therefore, the ao'lcn of the Do- 
minion Parllament ass most encouraging 
sign of loyalty and good will, but we cannot 
protend to ignore the immense diftioulties 
that have to be dared If the question comes 
to be seriously raiged. In the first place, 
though Oanada is 9 most important colony, 
we could not for a moment think of estab- 
lishing a differential tariff for the advantage 
of the Canadians alone. Were Oanada to 
be joined by the colonles of Australag 
and South Africa in opening the colonial 
markets freely to British goodr, there would 
be a substantial bas{s for nogotiatlon, Bat 
trade advantages, however liberal, oven if a 
strict party vote gave a suffisiont assurance 
of finality would not, whon offered by aaln- 
glecolony, justify British statesmen in propo- 
sing to lay duties on food supplies and raw 
materlal,at present untaxed com|ng from for- 
e!gn countries; for this 1s what the Canadian 
proposal comes to. We cannot givo the col- 
onlos—sotting aside our dependencies {n the 
East and the West Indles—‘'more favorable 
terms” than we grand to foreign countrieg 
except by laying now byrdens on the pro- 
dcots of the lattor which compete with 
those of Oanada, Anstralasia and South 
Africa. But what are those products? 
Broadstuffs, moat supplies, wool, timber, 
hides These have all been lang free from 
taxation {n this gountry, and it would be 
a serlous undertaking to frame a new 
tariff which would lay Impoats on Norwegian 
timber to give an advantage to Canada, on. 
wool and hides from South America for 
the bonefit of tho sheep farmors and cattle 
owners of Now South Wales and Queoas 
land and the Oape, on wheat from sho 
United States and Russia to protect the 
growors of South Australia and Manitoba. 
Wo have no tax in existence of which 
we can rellove the colonies, whtoh 
Practically do nob produce tea or 
tobacco, except lb be the wine duty, which 
would affsot only @ comparativoly ti 
Interest fp South Africa and Adstralia, 
Many practital mon are now convinced that 
it was » mistake whon Mr. Lowe abandoned 
tho ehilling duty on corn, which nobody 
folt, In deference to the nloetlas of econ:

A bill to incorporate the Niagara Falls 
and Queenston Railway and Bridge Com- 
pry. was thrown out by a majority of one. 
Sir John Thompson stated that \the land 
belonging to the Crown at the Falls was all 
given to the Provincial Government for the 
use of the public as a park. If the bill 
became law they would not be able to ex- 
propriate enough land for a robin to build 
its nest on. Mr. Irving, Q.C., on behalf 
of the Park Commissioners, said that the 
Local Government had already granted a 
charter for un electric railway from Queens- 
ton to Chippewa, which would supply all 
the wants of the place.

Salisbury yestorday receiver «doputationre- 
presenting the various Chambers of Com- 
merce and Agriculture, the labor organiza- 
tions, the leading manufacturing industries 
and the representatives financial and 
commercial interests of the city of London 

Ono object of the deputation was to urge 
on the Government the necessity of pro- 
moting an international agreement amongst 
the chiet commercial nations to open their 
mints to the unrestricted coinage of gold 
and silver at a common rato. 

The ropresentatives of labor organiza- 
tions also urged the importance of the 
8-hour issue. 

Lord Salisbury assured the 8-hour depu 
tation that in his opinion their object was 
an estimable one, He believed that the 
hours of labor should be shortened and its 
burdens lightened as much as possible. 
How to bring about 8 hours asa working 
day was a difficult question and required 
further discussion. In hia view the object 
could be best attained through the growth 
of popular opinion, 

Lord Salisbury urged the leaders of the 
labor organizations to be careful as to their 
course upon interests in the preservation of 
which all had « common concern. 

Mr. Balfour spoke in « strain similar to 
Lord Salisbury. 

Sip William Holdsworth introduced the 
bi-metallic deputation from the Chambers 
of Commerce and other bodies to Lord Salis- 
bury, Mr. Goschen and Mr, Balfour to-day. 

Sir William asserted that public opinion 
was rapidly maturing in favor of a bi- 
metallic coinage. The deputation, he said, 
merely asked the Government to join in the 
Proposed conference with America, The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr, Goschen, 
requested Lord Salisbury to reply in bohalf 
of the Government, 

Lord Salisbury said that the Government 
had received on Monday the invitation to 
America to a conference and had decided 
tonccept. Itscemed by the form of the 
invitation that America decided to make it 
easy fot as many nations as possible to as- 
somble and discuss the question, The 
Government in accepting the inyitation 
had beon guided to a great extent by the 
deep interest taken in the silver question 
by such large industries as the deputation 
represented, and at the same time had not 
been able to exclude from consideration the 
views and wishes of India.

From this two sup- 
plementary dividends of 1 per cent. each 
were made and paid Aug. 17, 1891, and 
Feb, 17, 1892, $1,300,000, leaving a surplus 
carried forward, $2,045,166,42; surplus of 
previous years, $2,656, total surplus 
carried forward, $4,701 ; working ex- 
penses for the year amounted to 60.43 per 
cent. of the gross earnings.

** Well, the position taken by the Gov 

ernment was this; that this was a onesided 
reciprocity from the almple fact that the 
larger number of veasels plying on the up- 
per lokes and on that particular part of the 
north coast where wrecks mostly take place, 
are American bottoms, and such an ar- 
rangement would bo giving almost a monop- 
oly to the American tug owners. I can 
oasily understand why the letter reai by 
the hon. member for Prince Edward Is- 
land should have been written by the 
secretary of the board of trade. We are 
constantly recelving complaints from that 
section of the country, and 1 think I can 
safely say that ninoteen out of every twen- 
ty of these complaints have emanated from 
parties interested In the wrecklng com- 
panies, that in fact the underwriters and 
tug owners aro the mon who have the most 
to gain by dolng that kind of work in our 
waters. Tho case to which my hon. friend 
from Hamilton reforred was that of a ves 

sel which had been stranded on our shores 
and from the coldness of tho weather some 
of the passengers and crew had been frozen 
to death. it was represented to the Amert- 
can Government by those foterosted In the 
caso that on account of the Order which 
had been issued by the Government the 
wrecking tugs of tho United States wore 
prevented from golng to the reroue of those 
unfortunate people.” 

“*What Is the fact? The papers lald be 

fore this House proved that this vessel was 
wrecked and that these lives were lost 
montha before my predecessor Issued the 
order. Besides, the people and property 
saved from that vessel were saved by my 
hon, friend from Monck (Mr, McOallam) 
and those who owned the tugs, which he at

‘and himself. Lueck, you are an honor to 
your regiment, and your merit shall not go 
unrewarded. " 

Tho En:peror ordered that a glass of wine 
be given to Lueck, and ull present, under 
the command of the nperor, drank to 
Lueck’s health. Tho Emperor then had 
fetched his portrait, bearing his autograph, 
and gaye it to Lueck. Tho lance corporal 
blushed and was allowed to retire. This 
sceno was kept secrot, aa the opinion of 
all present, even of those sympathizing 
with the Emperor's sentiments, was that 
this young war lord had done an ex 
ceedingly impolitic act, and that the 
country was hardly in a condition to dis- 
cuss it calmly. 

The Emperor, however, was apparently 
determinalito let his people know his senti- 
ments, for at the Pane on the Temple- 
hofer field he unexpectedly appeared on 
horseback, rode up before Lueck’s regiment

Remarkable Military Maumuvres 


Paris—Artifioial Clouds. 

Panis, May 13.—Few military manwuvres 
have been so importantas those which took 
place yesterday near Paris. Thoy were direct- 
ed by General Saussier, generalissimo of the 
French army. 

During the mancuvres telephonic com- 
munication was established with a captive 
balloon and maintained while the action 
Inated. 

Another innovation was less successfully 
tried. This was the creation of artificial 
clouds, an invention of M. Lestait, the 
clouds being made to travel before the 
troops. Artificial clouds are too quickly 
broken up, except where there are trees, 
and are not available in big battles. The 
utility of the balloon sailing above the 
cloud in such a case is destroyed. Artifi 
cial clouds are serviceable only for the pas- 
sago of rivers or the traversing of moun- 
tains.

terday a great wave came dc 
Floyd River, which flows through the 
of the city and which was already swollen 
bank full The wave camea few minatee 
after 7 o'clock. Warning had been sent a 
short time before to the inhabitauts. of the 
lowlands, but only a few of them 
had notified. The first in- 
timation was a yolume of water 
spreading over the banks to a depth of 
three feet and throwing a mistof foam be- 
fore it. Ina few minates the water had 
risen above vbe first floors and several 
thousand people fled in terror to the higher 
ground. The water four fect in an 
houranda half and from 9 o'clock con- 
tinued Lo rise steadily but not so rapidly. 
Probably one-third of the inhabitants of 
the city live on the low ground. which is 
overtlowed. 


Many Persons Drowned. 

So rapid was the rise of the tide that 
great numbers wore unable to escape and 
tho work of rescue engaged every energy of 
the people. Eleven persons have been re- 
ported drowned and there must be many 
others, 

All the boats from the boathouses on 
the Sioux River were brought in and are 
now being used to save lifeand property. 

The Missouri River is very high and 
whon the flood in the Floyd River struck 
it the water dammed up and rushed over 
the adjacent low grounds, 

The stock yards and packing houses were 
situated at the confluence of the two 
rivers, and they were instantly inundated. 
About 2000 head of live stock were drowned 
there. Great numbers of dead stock have 
also been found floating down the Floyd 
River. 

The whole railroad yards and switching 
track district is under water, and there has 
been immense damage to the roundhouses 
and other railroad property, The roundhouse 
of the Chicago, St Paul, Minneapolis and 
Oniaha is damaged to the extent of $40,000, 
That road, Tihnois Central and the Sioux 
City and Northern enter the city by the 
Floyd Valle nd all are stopped. Nota 
train has b oux City to-day, 

It is estimated that 9000 people have 
bocn driven from their homes, All business 
is suspended.

THE DOMINION MILLERS. 


The Bill For Incorporatio: ee the 
Banking Committeo At Ottawa. 

Orrawa, May 19,—The Committee on 
Banking and Commerce this morning re- 
ported the bill for the incorporation of the 

Jominion Millers’ Association. 

The objects of the association aro stated 
to be the extension of the Canadian flour 
market in Europe, the obtaining of cheaper 
rates of shipment and bringing improved 
machinery within the reach of members of 
the association. 

Tho formation of a tracing bureau similar 
to that in the States is also provided for, 

Several of the members of the committee 
thought the effect of the passage of the bill 
might be to raise the price of flour. 
Accordingly clause was added to the bill 
declaring the association not em- 
powered to engage in the business of buying 
or selling as a trado organization. Any 
attempt to fix or try to fix the price of 
flour is prohibited. 

The headquarters of the association are 
to be at Toronto. 

Tho clause empoworing the organization 
to hold real ostate to the value of $10,000 
yearly was amended so as to make the 
amount $5000.

to say that I think the free traders have 
gone too far.” 
Ridicules Gladstoue, 

Lord Salisbury dealt at great leagth on 
the Irish question. Fighting Mr. Glad- 
stone, he said, was like a combat with a 
ghostor like a chapter from ‘Alice in 
Wonderland. 

The speaker characterized it as imbecil- 
ity to compare ( da with Ireland. 

‘The former,” he said, ‘‘is united with 
England by ties of heart and sentiment.

He quoted Sir Robert Peel's famous 
warning that “If the Union should be re- 
pealed the spiritof the Protestant North 
would awake from its watchful repose to 
defend itself from a vile and debasing 
domination, begotten by o foul union of 
religious hutred and perverse ambition.” 

“With these words from the grave of the 
Ulustrious past,” said the speaker, “I en- 
treat you to pause before you commit your- 
selves to this sad experiment.”

Statement of exports atill continues to 
show great development. The total for 
the ten months of the fiscal year is $89,435,- 
793, which is an increase of $11,983,479 
over the same period last year, 

Imports for the month of April were 
$7,975,200, an increase of $314,744. For 
the ten months the imports were $89,876,- 
146, an increase of $335,747, 

The duty collected during the ten months 
was $16,059,722, a decrease of $2,641,146, 
which is more than accounted for by the 
removal of the sugar duties.

Then Deacon sent a telegram stating ho 
was going to St. Moritz to seo her, buta 
reply came that Mrs, Deacon was on the 
point of leaving St. Moritz with the Coun- 
tess Grammont for the lakes. 

Deacon went to Geneva. While there 
hehe heard that Mrs. Deacon had met 
Abeille at St. Moritz and had gone to the 
Iakes withhim. The Countess de Gram 
mont’s party had not gone with Mrs, 
Deacon. Deacon senta telegram to the 
Hotel Promontonio in Grison, Switzer- 
land, asking if Mrs. Deacon and 
Abeille had arrived there. He received 
a zenly. that they had left there together 
some days before.

Bofore doing this, 
he spoke of the pleasure that this, his first 
visit to the Lostitation had glyen him, and 
alluded to the patlence shown by the teach- 
ers in the instruction of these afflicted ones. 
His address was one of the moat masterly 
ever given before the Association, belng 
filled with subject mattor for all thoughttal 
teachers, Among other things ho sald that 
the teacher should have—let, knowledge, 
and 2ad, character, to be a successful edu 
cator. Knowledge makes us respect our- 
selves, and others respect us. The teacher 
should thoroughly anderstand child nature, 
have a knowledge of child-mind, know that 
simple apprehension fs not enough, but that 
only by repeated and continual drill can 
knowledge become part of the child’s mind, 
The measure of your pupil's knowledge ly 
his power to reproduce such knowledge. 
Teachers should know that the end of edu- 
cation Is self-control, Repeated acta form 
habits, and repeated hablts forma charac- 
ter, and ropeated character forms a dea- 
tiny. He closed his stirring address by an 
earnest appeal to teachers to keep the heart 
young, and fall of a loving sympathy for 
those whom they instruct. 

Ib was moved by Miss Urquharb, seo- 
onded by Mr. Winterborn, that a vote of 
thanks be tendered Mr. Scott for his able 
and {instructive address, Short speeches 
wore mado by Dr. Wright, Mr, Hicks, and 
others supported the motion.

Yesterday morning this Battalion had 
their first parade of the season, to St. An- 
drew's Church. There was a fair turnout, 
and the men all presented a clean and very 
creditable sppearance, An oloquent ser- 
mon was delivered by the Chaplain of the 
Regiment, Rev. M. W. Maclean, who took 
as his text Romans, i,, 14, 15, 16; 

“Tam debtor both to the Greeks and to the 
barbarians, both to the wise and to the unwise, 
So, much as in me ir, 1 am ready to preach the 
Gospel to you that are at Rome also, For Iam 
not ashamed of the Gospel of Obrist; it is the

This epistlo was written by Paul to the 
whole of tho saints at Rome, to all who 
belleved in the Lord Jesus Ohriat, thelr 
only mastor, upon their bellef in whom tho 
aincority of their loyalty deperded—and 
which belief wos a mighty and powerful 
ivflaence against which tho prevailing evila 
of Rome had not the slightest effect, Sb, 
Paul accepted the Gospel as good news from 
God to him as an immortal soul, It filled his 
whole beiag, and from tho date of {ts recep- 
tlon he was filled with a desire to spread the 
good news over all the world. Ib supplied 
hls every need, and out of his own weakness 
he found strength. Not only was he not 
ashamed of the Gospel, bat he actually 
gloried in it. Ashe bad found this Gospel 
{n bis own personal experience to be the 
powor of God for his personal salvation, he 
argues as tt was thas to him, so ib will be 
to every ono who will give himself freely 
to Its moulding tnflasnco, 

So great was St. Paul's faith tn the gos 
pel that ho spoaks of belng ready to proach 
{t to the Romans also. Romo waa at that 
time mistress of the world—the centre of 
political powor—tho greatesh of anclent 
cities. One-half ot the population wero 
glaven, crushed under the heel of those who 
owned them, Lust in all phason of life 
was common and chastlby unknown, His 
faith In the gospel must Tadeod have beon 
groab to overcome such wickedness.

Mrvnourne, May 25,—Tho signal that 
floated over the jail Monday morning an 
nouncing that Deeming had paid the penalty 
tor one of his crimes caused the public to 
breathe more freely than has beon the case 
for weeks past 

When tho sheriff entered the cell for the 
Purpose of reading the death warrant he 
ound Deoming ina dazed condition, and 
he continued in that state until the drop 
fell. His answers to questions put to him 
were made in a mumbling manner. The 
march to the gallowa was 4 very short one, 
Once there Deeming was asked if he had 
anything to say. His only respon 
was, ‘‘May the Lord receive my spirit.” 
The black cap was then pulled over his 
face aad the dangling hook ‘was attached 
to the noose about his neck. Ho swayed 
to and fro slightly at this timo,but made no 
other sign until ‘m moment before the bolt 
was drawn, Then he exclaimed, his voice 
being somewhat muilied by the black cap, 
‘Lord haye mercy upon my soul.” 

It is understood Deeming has made a 
written confession of the Windsor murder 
The bulk of his writings is but a repetition 
of his previous conflicting statements. 

The biography, which reports said ho 
was going to bequeath to Kate Rounces- 
ville, his latest fiancee, is full of ribald al 
lusions and fantastic vaporings. Ho gave 
to Mr. Scott a farewell letter dated yester 
day anda poem entitled ‘To God I Call.

Unexpected Death, 


A Promising Career has» Mournfal Term!t- 
nation in Okicago, 


A telegram from Chicago yesterday fore- 
noon conveyed the sorrowful Intelligence 
that Mr. John L. Jamieson, second son of 
Mr. J. O. Jamieson, President of Tux 
Inretuicencer Printing and Publishing 
Company, had expired that morning 
from typhoid fever after on illness of 
some three weeks duration. The news 
created a universal feeling of sorrow, for 
the deceased was widely known In the clty 
and was a general favorite, and many ex- 
pressions of sympathy for the stricken 
parents, who were abt his death-bed, were 
uttered, 

Deoceared, who was born In Tweed, Nov. 
llth, 1870, was consequently in his 
22ad year, Indostrious, ingenious and 
energetic, with anu independent turn of 
mind, he undertook, at an age when the 
majority of boys have few thoughts beyond 
amusement, to carve out his own fortunes. 
After acquiring a knowledge of the printing 
business in this oftice, he ongazed in a little 
visiting card printing business of his owo, 
in which he earned o considerable sum, 
and afterwards was omployed In the 
advertising department of the O.P. 
R. at Montreal and Jater in a mercantile 
house in New York. Thence he went 
to Ohicago and, a few months ago, eatab- 
ished a job printing office, In conjunction 
with hls brotber James, and, by hard work 
and tho exercise of business ability remark- 
ablo In one so young, was wining his way 
to success, when smitten by the disoase to 
which he succumbed, 

His father had been with him about two 
weoks, and on Friday last his mother was 
summoned to his bedalde. 

It ls very sad to contemplate the prema- 
ture end of so promising a career and the 
early death of an estimable young man, 
who would naturally in years to come have 
been a valuable member of the community 
and a pride and joy to his paronte, to whom 
the sympathy of many frionds will be ex-

Orrawa, May 26.—Tbe Ontorio Govern- 
ment, through its license tune ctors, has 
demanded of the brewers and distill hat 
thay take outa proyincial license costing 
he matter has been brought before 
theGove ronientaud the suggestion made that 
they should test the constitutionality of 
the demand. 

The brewers hold that as they already 
pay a tax to the Federal power the latter 
ought to protect them from the demands of 
the provinces. ‘They further contend that 
the tax in question is interference with 
trade ond commerce and therefore ultra 
Vires of the legislatures of provinces. The 
Dominion Government's reply, so far as can 
be learned, is that the brewers and distil- 
lers ought to combine and test Mr. Mowat’s 
legislation if they think it nuconstitutional, 
but that the Dominon.Goyernment cannot 
undertake to do it. 

A case which seems to bo in line with this 
reply is that while the Federal power in- 
corporates the banks and regulates them, 
the Provincial Legislatures in’ Quebeo and 
New Brunswick have and do charge the 

banks a license and have been sustained in 
the imposition of that tax by the courts,

Difficulties of Great Train Speed, 
First of all, we mast know how soon af- 
ter receiviog warning of danger, a train of 
350 tons, ranning a mile In 36 seconds, can 
be stopped. It Is estimated that if rooning 
4b 60 milos per hour, with the full braking 
welght of the train utilized, and the ratls 
in the most favorable condition, this train 
could bo brought to a full atop In 900 feet ; 
at 80 miles per hour, in 1,600 feet; at 90 
miles per hour, in 2,026 foot ; and, finally, 
at 100 miles per hour, in 2,600 foot. These 
figures ab onoo establish the fact that under 
the best possible conditions the track muat 
be kept olear of all obstructions for at least 
2,500 feet in advance of a traln running at 
the highest limit; but we must estimate 
the clearance for tho worst conditions, such 
a slippory rails, foggy weather, and unfa 
vorable grades; the personal equation of 
the ongineman must also be considered jn a | 
train coveriog 145 feet each second.

He was proceeding through Str) Jamos'- 
square wher the spirited team of horses at- 
tached to his carriage took ‘fright av some- 
thing in'the street) and bolted. Tho horses 
dashed blong with frightful speod, until the 
cartiage cane in collision with a pedestrian 
refuge in the middle ofthe roadways The 
equipage Was instantly overturned. 

A crowd quickly assembled and Lord 
Salisbury was assigted ont of the carriago 
through « window, He wis severely 
shaken up, but was quite cool. In re 
sponse to anxious inquirics from the by- 
standera hussid he was not hurt in any 
way. 

The coachman was thrown from the box 
and sustained seyore injuries. 

Lord Salisbury appeared to be more con- 
corned about him than about himself. 

Panis, ‘May -M, ,Delaporte-Lassi- 
monne, husband of the woman who was 
killed by Mme. Reymond,” lawt Saturday 
night, réfasés to allow’ her body to be 
buried in the family vault. Ho declares 
that hes life was such that she was not

stopped out on the balcony. His Majesty 
thanked the singers for the great pleasure 
they had given him, and his remarks were 
greeted with cheers from the singers and 
vast throng that had congregated at tho 
palace. 

At 1 o'clock there was a grand pro- 
cession of the imporial and royal personages 
from the palace to Christianborg Church, 
where divine service waa held 

The procession included the King and 
Queen of Denmark, the Czar and Cvarina, 
the King and Queen of Greece, the Prince 
and Princess of Wales and their two daugh- 
ters, Princess Victoria and Princess Maud, 
and tho Duke and Ducheas of Cumberland.

The procession was halted to enable the 
King to receive addresses that were pre- 
rented by various deputations and by tho 
municipal authority.

French Catholicos Deny His Right to In- 
terfere iu Politics 

Pants, May 27.—A very important docu- 
ment, the authorof which is a person of 
high standing in the French Catholic 
party, is published yesterday. The document 
is a ompleto history of the late 
Catholic congress, and the writer clear- 
ly shows that it resulted in the Catholics 
refusing recognize tho Pope's 
right to interfere in French _ politica.

understanding that the Catholics as- 
pombled at tho congross would ro- 
coguize the necessity of laying down 
arms which they had taken up against 
the Republic. Moreover, at the official 
breakfast, with which the congress was 
closed, the leaders of the Catholic party re- 
fused to propose the time-honored toast in 
bonor.of tho Pope, and it was an obscure 
Oatholic who finally proposed the toast,

A Vegetable Compans. 

The compass plant grows in the prairies 
of Western North America, and, as its 
name indicates, is of great’ value to the 
wanderer. It is a dwarf variety of the 
osler, is perennial, attains usually a height 
of threo foot six inches, and has a head of 
yellow flowers. ‘Tho help it reudors the 
traveller arises from the fact that the long 
leaves at tho base of the stem, which are 
placed, not flat as in plants generally, but 
in a vertical position, present their edges 
north and south. The peculiar propensity 
of the foliage of this plant is attributed to 
tho fact that both surfaces of its leaves dis- 
play an equal receptivity for light. All the 
other known varioties of its class aro char- 
actorized by the presence on the lower sur- 
face of their leaves of from twice to thrice 
as many respiratory vessels as are contained 
on the upper surface, which is therefore the 
moat sensitive of the two to the influence of 

ht. But both surfaces of the compass

same instinct of its leaves that prompts 
them to require an equal distribution of

A Defect of Justice. 

The Toronto Week points out a defect in 

the administration of justice in so far as 
concerns corrupt practices at elections. It 
observes: Ibis a alngular comment upon 
our earnestness {n the matter that, nobwith- 
standing the fact that scores of members 
haye been unseated by the election courts 
for corrtpb practices by agents, since the 
last general election, we have yet to learn 
of the firab case in which any one has been 
punished except the unseated member. In 
ell there must have been In evidence before 
the courts hundreds of cases in which the 
individuals have been gullty of corrupt prac- 
tices within the meaning of the statutes. 
How many of these have been muloted in 
the two handred dollar fine which the law 
lays down as the penalty for bribe: in any 
of its forms? How many personatore have 
undergone, or are undergoing, the alx 
monbhs’ term of Imprisonment which Is the 
statutory penalty for that offence. One 
member hes, {t {s true, suffered disqualifi- 
catton for personal bribe: 7, bub this lsolated 
case seoms but to emphasize the consple- 
uous fallare of justice in the hundreds of 
other cases which mus have come to the 
cogoizance of the courts, during the many 
investigations which resulted Aleaseounle 
to so many members." The compla ib 
made here by our contemporary Is 
a perfectly just one. The astringent 
laws upon the statute book forbid- 
ding bribery and allied offences must large- 
ly fail of effect {f not enforced, and the 
provisions above referred to are nob In fact 
wnforced. The Ooatroverted Elections Acb, 
sections 69 to 86 inclusive, provides for the 
summa. y trial of oorrapt practices ab eleo- 
tions, enabling the judge presiding at the 
trial of a petition, to order the Immediate 
{ssue of a summons against an offender, 
Bat the practice of the judges ts nob to 
proceed with the hearing of a petition after 
sufficlont has been disclosed or admitted to 
avoid the election. So that widespread 
{rrogularitles may oxist in any given case, 
aud yet these are not Investigated if the 
objoot of the petition {fs attained without 
such Investigations as it usually 1s,— Ottawa 
Citizen,

Easter. 

Gifts to the Soclety from membors them- 
selves have been numerous and varied, 
Some 200 articles of half-worn clothing, 
several garments entirely new, tancy 
articles, cakes for sales and soctals, maga- 
nines, toys, otc , towards boxes and hampers 
sentat Christmes and Easter, patches for 
quilts, donations of money towards general 
funds, amounting In all to $10.50, dona- 
tlons of money for specified purposes, 
flowers forthe church, eto, All these things 
and many more have been freely and gen- 
erously given bythe members. In conneo- 
tion with the Women’s Auxiliary and janitor 
guilds we havea corporate celebration of 
the Holy Communion, with a preparation 
service the night bofore, once in four 
months. 

This review of our half year’s work Is surely 
bright and oncouraglng ; yet one thought 
must make us very humble, If each one 
of us had done our very best, had worked 
more heartily, more prayerfally, how much 
more we mighthavedone. Let us then not 
rest on our oars as though we had achieved,

But 
let him breathe the miasmatic atmosphere 
and fever will surely possess him. There 
1s, however, one pecullarity attached to the 
driaking disease which does not appertaln 
to certain other diseases. It 1s easter to 
catch dronkennees » second time than to 
acquire {bin the first {astance. Some dis- 
eases once endured will never return, or if 
they do return, will come in a weak form, 
bub the attacks of dipsomania grow In viru 
lence as they multiply. A stronger effort 
1s necessary to resist a second temptation 
to drunkenness, and a still stronger to re- 
sist a third, than it required to withstand 
the first, The moral of all this, of course, 
Jn plain, namely, that the surest protection 
againab the terrible scourge Is the resistance 
which is offered to it when firat it presents 
{teelf. For this reason too much cannot 
be sald for the agencies which are engaged 
in the task of impressing upon the rising 
generation the necessity for the avoldance 
of the avenuos which make, for evil. The 
absolute prohibitlon of the sale of Intoxi- 
cants has not been accomplished, nor Is it 
probable that it will be in the near future,
